France 
quickly adjusted themselves to the 
conditions of the country. Then soon 
became just as cun ning as on their 
native lands. This was illustrated by 
in incident which occurred when the 
G e r m a n s were withdrawing across the 
Marne Indian scouts, 
with 
Ameri­ 
cans, were sent over the river to as­ 
certain the Germans’ movements and 
other details. 
At one crossing three Indians im­ 
provised a raft and chained it to the 
north side of the Marne. They hid 
the raft and then started on an ex­ 
pedition. 
The Germans 
discovered 
the strange footprints on the river 
hank, and came upon the raft. They 
awaited the Indians' return. But af­ 
ter reconnoitering the Indians ap ­ 
proached their hidden raft cautious­ 
ly, and scenting trouble, made u has­ 
ty retreat. 
The Germans realized that these 
strange red men were not of their 
kind, and must therefore be an enemy 
and began firing. The Indians ran 
through the woods like 
deers, and 
finally struck for the water, in an 
endeavor to reach the south side. 
I hese Indians, reared along the 
rivers, swam like Hawaiians, and are 
able to remain below the surface for 
a long time. 
The 
Germans 
saw 
splashes in the water and began fir­ 
ing. 
i he Indians dived and swam 
down stream under water. When they 
came to the 
surface Tor 
air 
they 
brought up a handful of clay, which 
they had 
grabbed from the 
river 
bottom and with 
this they 
camou­ 
flaged their hands and face while on 
the surface 
for a 
brief 
breathing 
spell. 
Finally the Indians reached the 
'outh bank far below the Germans, 
the current assisting them very ma­ 
terially. Then they crawled back and 
peered through the bushes and watch­ 
ed the Germans seeking the bronzed 
figures who apparently 
had 
been 
drowned. The Germans, thoroughly 
angered, shot the raft to pieces.

Americans). Treloup, at 
the latest 
advices, was still in the hands of the 
enemy. 
The French have captured Oulchy- 
1,6-1 Chateau. 
The French crossed the Marne at 
Pont-a-diinson, just to the eastf 
of 
Reufcl. 
The enemy counter-attacked heav­ 
ily from the direction of Vandieree, 
but these onslaughts were beaten off. 
Well informed opinion in London 
regards the situation on the battle 
front as going well for the allies. 
It 
is not 
xpected, however, that the ad­ 
vance will be so rapid as previously, 
as the Germans have had plenty of 
time to get their 
reserves 
into po­ 
sition. 
They are also displaying 
a 
disposition to fight for all they are 
worth. 
In their fighting along the Marne 
the French are reported to be exper­ 
iencing great difficulty in making a 
passage of the river at some point*, 
being stubbornly opposed by the Ger­ 
man infantry, well supported by a r ­ 
tillery and machine guns.
